INVESTIGATION SEA 


Washington, Jan. 18.—A sea of in­ 
vestigation so wide and so deep that 
its dimensions cannot be fully measur­ 
ed, has been opened up by the pas­ 
sage of the Reed resolution, authoriz­ 
ing investigation of all sorts of “propa­ 
ganda”' in Washington, members of 
Congress admitted today. 
There are virtually no limits to how 
far the investigating committee may 
go in its search for the underground 
methods by which congress can be 
“influenced" for and against legisla­ 
tion. 
The investigation is aimed prim ar­ 
ily at the "propaganda” in favor of 
the Bok peace plan, the "propaganda” 
in favor of the Mellon tax

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DAWES’ BROADSIDES TO EXPERTS LEAVE ALL 
PARIS TO GASPING. 
Brigadier General diaries G. Dawes, in accepting the presi­ 
dency of the Experts’ Committee on Reparations, broke his self- 
imposed and unaccustomed silence with a literally stunning effect 
Paris is simply gasping as a result of his broadsides of hard, plain 
words, which have completely bowled over the oft-repcated thesis 
of Premier Poincare and the French government on the “capac­ 
ity of Germany to pay.” 
In brief, his speech, which was delivered with the cold, calm 
directness of a corporation director seeking means to obtain divi­ 
dends, and without tl>e slightest interest either in “national aspir­ 
ations” or the political aspects of Uhe situation, is regarded as the 
most forceful and potent prescription that has been prepared for 
the ills of Europe since the Treaty of Versailles. 
Brigadier General Charles G. Dawes’ plan, as briefly outlined, 
consists of stabilization of German currency and balancing the 
German budget, and, he declared: “As the economic processes of 
Germany under a stable currency and with a balanced budget, are 
revived there will be demonstrated the capacity of Germany to 
pay.” 
, 
, 
Certainly a few weeks ago, when after the abandonment of 
“Hughes-Curzon plan,” the “French plan” for an experts’ commis­ 
sion was adopted by the United States, it was furthest from 
French thought that the chief American delegate would turn out 
to be such a hardshelled personality as Charles G. Dawes. 
And 
likewise it is certain that even when his name was first mentioned 
and it was planned to make him boss of the committee, the truth 
concerning him had not percolated. 
It was confidently said that the latest and newest committee 
would run true to old-time form and that its chairman would at 
regular intervals summon a valet to hold his overcoat and adjourn 
the proceedings for tea. 
General Dawes, instead of being an af­ 
fable figurehead, as hoped for in certain quarters, and instead of 
coming over to “see Paris,” has let it be plainly understood that 
he has seen Paris before—during the war—and that he now has 
no time to waste and that there is work to be done, which can be 
done and must be done immediately. 
Naturally the heaviest broadsides in his speech, which come; 
almost a the end, have as yet passed almost unnoticed. But in his 
declarations that “as the economic process of Germany under a 
stable currency and with a balanced budget are revived there will 
be demonstrated the capacity of Germany to pay and that basic 
and controlling facts will then first appear” is seen a complete set­ 
ting aside of all assumptions except that Germany is sick and can­ 
not be ordered to work before she is well; that she now has not 
money, and, therefore, cannot pay until her finances are restored. 
That his speech was meant for some other of the Allies than 
France appears to be the opinion in French official circles. A high 
functionary of the French Foreign Office remarked that what 
France had suffered from most and what Germany most profited 
from was lack of unity among the Allies, and that if General 
Dawes’ coming to Europe accomplished nothing else than bring­ 
ing about unity he would earn the everlasting gratitude of the 
French. 
He said: “There is no use trying to stabilize the budget while 
the mark is worthless. The first thing we must do is to devise 
a system for stabilizing Germany’s currency, so we can get water 
to run through the budget mill. Let us build the mill after we find 
a stream to turn its wheels.”

PROPOSAL TO RECOGNIZE RUSSIA. 
Among: the other things that have come up in Congress lately 
is the proposition to recognize Russia. 
Senator Lodge made a 
vigorous speech opposing it. 
Senator Borah replied to it. It is 
proper to state that Senator Borah has not been an advocate of im­ 
mediate and complete recognition of the Russian 
Government. 
What he advocates is that such an investigation as may determine 
whether such recognition is practicable and wise at the present 
moment be instituted. In his speech he stated his position so 
definitely that his explanation may well be printed in full. He said: 
“We all desire apparently the same thing—settlement of the 
claims, adjustment of the debt and abatement of propaganda, if 
it exists. 
There is only one matter of controversy between us, as 
I understand it and that is whether the time has arrived when it 
is wise and proper that we should enter into negotiations with the 
Russian Government to see if these things can be accomplished. 
“No one adocates the recognition of the Russian Government 
without the adjustment of these controverted questions. 
The 
question is, how are they to be adjusted? Has the time arrived 
when it is safe and when it is proper to enter into negotiations to 
achieve the end which we all desire to see achieved ? Certainly we 
are not accomplishing it by the course which we are pursuing now. 
Six years have passed, and no debt has been recognized so fa r; no 
claims have been adjusted, and the contention is that propaganda 
is more rife at this time than it has been at any time. It therefore 
presents the question of whether we can deal with the situation as 
other nations have dealt with it, and dealt with it satisfactorily to 
accomplish their desired ends.”

FRANCE MILITARISTIC 


The critical condition of European 
iffairB was precented in a striking 
way by the Rev. Miles KxurabLne, 
of Dayton, in an address before the 
Xenia Business 
and 
Professional 
W omen’s Club at its regular m eet­ 
ing, Thursday evening at the K . of 
P. 
H all. The Rev Krum bine, dur­ 
ing tho last sum m er was one of a 
party 
of 
distinguished 
Am ericans 
who toured Europe studying condi­ 
tions there, gave an intim ate view 
of European conditions and E urop­ 
ean attitude th a t was intensely in­ 
teresting. 
He spoke especially of the situ ­ 
ation in Prance, England and Ger­ 
many where m em bers of the Am eri­ 
can party w ere the guests of tho 
most influential thinkers and poli­ 
ticians of each of tho three 
coun­ 
tries, and were given first band in­ 
form ation on the present conditions 
in each country. 
He spoke of th e tragic moral break j 
down th a t has followed the war in ( 
all of the European nations involved 
and urged that the 
people of 
the 
United States be aw ake to the situ­ 
ation. He said it will be im possible 
for the people of Am erica to keep 
entirely apart from th e fearful things 
th at m ay arise from the conditions 
there. Out of Europe came the flu 
and other devestating scourges and 
America m ust be 
aroused 
to 
the 
menace of Enrope. 
The Rev Mr K rum bine spoke of the 
changed attitude of the world tow ard 
France and of the fact th a t France 
has eapatalized the sym pathy of the 
world until th ere 
has 
been a 
re ­ 
action from tho sym pathy and ad­ 
m iration accorded France 
at 
the 
close of the w ar. H e characterized , 
Poincare and 
the 
other 
present 
French leaders as enem ies of France 
rather than as patriots. 
He 
said j 
France has adopted all of the hor­ 
rible m ilitarism of 
Germ any. 
He 
stated th a t it is th e opinion of po- 
liticans everyw here th a t France does 
not w ant Germ an 
reparations 
but 
wants the dism em berm ent 
of 
G er­ 
many. France is striving 
for 
the 
dom inance of 
Europe 
which 
can 
only be achieved by 
keeping 
G er­ 
many subservient. 
The R uhr is the sword of Europe 
and whoever holds the hilt holds the 
key to Enrope. 
In speaking of Germany he said a 
visit to th at country was like standing 
at the beside of a dying man. He says 
it is a land th a t is hopeless, Money 
and patriotism are gone, and leader­ 
ship is gone. 
The people hate the 
French and hate each other worse. 
Germany is so lost, words cannot ex­ 
press it. It can never come back as a 
great nation unless there is a radical 
change in the French attitude. 
The 
speaker predicted 
th at 
a com plete 
breakdown is coming and 
Germany 
will turn to either anarchy or com­ 
munism. 
The speaker paid a w onderful tri­ 
bute to MacDonald, who it is conceded 
will be the next prem ier of England. 
He lauded him as a m an of honoi, in ­ 
tegrity and intelligence, the m an of 
the hour for England. He spoke of the 
changing condition in 
England 
but 
spoke of it as a country of true dem- 
ocrasy. He says an Englishm an 19 a 
B ritisher first a politician only as he 
3ees it for the benefit of England. Un­ 
der the coming regim e England will 
have a Socialist governm ent under 
the Labor party but it will be w ith 
the approval of the m ost Intelligent 
and patriotic of the English people. 
In speaking of a rem edy for E uro­ 
pean conditions, 
Rev. Mr. Krum bine 
suggested th a t first an adequate inves­ 
tigation be m ade by a com m ittee in­ 
cluding Am ericans. He said it would 
be better for Am erican to take a hand 
now when som ething m ay be done to 
relieve conditions rath er than m erely 
come along to mop up the blood th at 
must be spilled if no solution Is found. 
The address was the m ain feature 
o fthe regular program which followed 
a, six o’clock dinner served by Mr. and 
Mrs. Kany. A t every place w ere clev­ 
er favors in the form of am using and 
noise m aking devices and the m eal 
was enlivened w ith the various club 
Bongs. About one hundred of the club 
members w ere p resen t 
Following the address th e Rev. Mr. 
Krumbine answ ered a num ber‘of ques­ 
tions asked by the club m em bers.
